And as the Power of chuling Sherifts, is one of 
the principal Rights and Privileges conveyed and 
conhrmed in the ſaid Charters; fo both the 
Sheriffwick it ſelf, with all the Cuſtoms thercun- 
to belonging, and the Privilege and Authority, as 
well of making as amoving Sheriffs, is made over 
and granted to the Citizens and Commonalty of 
the ſaid City. This will fully appear to all ſuch 
as will allow themſelves to conſult the foremen- 
tioned Charters. Nor is w it conliſtent either 
with the Honour or Peace of the City, That the 
Right of Elc&ting Sheriffs ſhould be lodged in one 
Body of Men, and the Power of Approving and 
Difallowing ſhould be veticd in another. Nei- 
ther is it agr-cable with the meaſures eith er of 
Wiſdom or Jultice, That any thould looſe? but 
they who have power to bind. Accordingly 
when Mr. John Richmond, who in 33 Hen. $. had 
been choſen by the Common-Hall for one Sheriff, 
refuſcd to ſerve upon a certain pretcnce men- 
tioned in the Records of the City, Lib. ©. fol. 35. a. 
The Commons in the Common- Hall Afſembled took 
cognizance of it, and judging the Excuſe and 
Plea upon which he grounded his refuſal, to be 
inſufficient, they committed him to Priſon for dif- 
obcdience and obttinacy : And then he ſubmitted 
to a Fine, and the Common-Hall met again the 
12th oft Auguſt, to conſent to his diſcharge. 

But whereas the Court of Aldermen inſiſt up- 
on, and allege the Authority of an At of Com- 
mon-Council, made An. 7. Car. 1. whereby they 
pretend to be authoriſed and empowered to ad- 
mit ſuch to Fine whom they ſhall think meet, 
without the concurrence of the Commons ; and 
that notwithitanding the Commons having both 
choſen ſuch Perſon or Perſons to the Office of 
Sheriff, and their continuing to adhere to the 
Election which they have made: we ſhall take 
libcrty to unravel that Ad, and ſhew, not only 
the illegality of it, but what fatal miſchiefs. it is 
ſhapen and adapted to produce.Nor is it a derogas 
tion from the Wiſdom of a Common-Counci), 
when I ſay that One of the Ads of that Body 
may be illegal ; ſeeing I am jultified in the uſe 
of the exprethon by tke Commons of England in 
Parliament aflembled, 4n. 1628. who being ap- 
plied unto by way of Petition and Complaint by 
one Legatt, did judge and declare a certain AG of 
the Common-Council to be null in it ſelf, and 
that all the Proceedings upon it had been unjult 
aud arbitrary.
